Colleges and universities, re- 
gardless of size, cannot meet moun- 
ting costs without outside aid, Fr. 
John O’Brien, moderator of the 
Alumni Association, told a recent 
kick-off dinner for the Alumni Fund. 


‘‘More and more such institu- 
tions are turning to their graduates 
for financial support. And, so too 
Loyola appeals to its alumni for 
assistance,’’ he said. 


In his speech to 50 invited 
class managers — part of the team 
working toward a $50,000 objective 
— Fr. O’Brien emphasized the need 
for an active alumni. 


Other head table guests in ad- 
dition to Fr.O’Brien included Alum- 
ni Fund Chairman Bernie McCallum 


who acted as master of ceremonies, 
Harry Hemens, association presi- 
dent, field secretary Jack McMana- 
man and Stanley Matulis, resident 
COTC officer on campus. 


Chairman McCallum made a 
brief speech outlining the history 
and purpose oi the Fund. He stated 
that the money collected would be 
used to defray operating expenses 
of Loyola’s latest educational aids, 
the electronic computing centre and 
the modern language laboratory. 


The chairman and president 
later handled a lively question pe- 
riod. 


Jack McManaman then spoke of 
suggested procedure for collecting 





donations. Each of the class mana- 
gers, he said, would be asked to 
appoint additional captains respon- 
sible for 10 graduates. 


Class managers were then gi- 
ven a kit containing lists, receipt 
books and directional material. 


He pointed out that although 
collections should be completed by 
the end of November, the campaign 
continues until spnng. 


Results to date reveal the 
mean donation is $25 and the total 
has already passed the best drive 


of former years. 


Contributions are still being 
received at the alumni office or 
through class managers.

‘‘The object of this News 
Sheet is to present to the students 
the latest authentic news of Col- 
lege activities.”’ 


And, after making this unpre- 
tentious statement, a group of nine 
students launched the Loyola NEWS 
40 years ago. 


The NEWS of that day — No- 
vember 13, 1924 — was a single 
mimeographed sheet circulated 
among 400 college and highschool 
students. 


Under the guidance of Eugene 
Chabot, SJ, Eustaquio Escandon 
was the first editor and Dent Mc- 
Crea co-editor. Staff members in- 
cluded Cuthbert Scott (now Queen’s 
Counsel), Pedro Suinaga (an attor- 
ney in Mexico City), Edward Anglin 
(assistant to the electoral officer 
in Ottawa) and Archibald MacDonald 
(also Queen’s Counsel). 


MacDonald had forshadowed 
the appearance of the NEWS by sur- 
reptitiously publishing a news 
sheet lampooning much of the cam- 
pus life. Because of such unofficial 
‘‘opposition’’ College authorities 
sanctioned an official newspaper. 


The NEWS lived up to its aim 
with regular publication of an amaz-

ingly comprehensive outline of ac- 
tivities on and off campus, inclu- 
ding a section devoted to ‘‘Old 
Boys News.’’ 


The single sheet, printed front 
and back, appeared 28 times the 
first year and 38 times the follow- 
ing semester — a record unlikely to 
be duplicated. 


The series of issues was 
hacked out on an old typewriter on 
the top floor of the administration 
building and run off on an antiqua- 
ted stencilling machine. 


The first issue went to bed in 
the early hours of the morning, a 
pattern which was to be repeated 
often in the following years. The 
cost was modest enough — one cent 
per student. 


A motto, ‘‘Be Loyal to Loyo- 
la’’ closed all editions from 1924 
to 1935. The same format was fol- 
lowed and enough ‘‘news’”’ was 
available to allow expansion to 
four pages in 1932.

Gradually the NEWS shifted 
from short weekly issues to less 
frequent and bigger editions. At 
the same time an ‘‘editorial policy’’ 
was adopted and the paper regular- 
ly thereafter commented on such 
topical issues as the rise of Hitler 
and the Spanish Civil War. 


In that year also, under the 
editorship of Angelo T. Sesia, ’33, 
two special issues were printed 
and plans were being made to con- 
vert to printing on a permanent ba- 
sis. Not until 1939 however, did 
the NEWS roll off a real press. 


Meanwhile a new format was 
adopted in 1937. Under George Joly 
’38, the NEWS began to look like a 
newspaper. Stories were “‘laid out’’ 
and the margins were justified. The 
paper also adopted a logo (some- 
times appearing in color), a mast- 
head and a regular editorial co- 
lumn. In December 1939 the Christ- 
mas issue heralded the beginning 
of regular printing. 


By the following fall the Moni- 
tor Publishing Company was turn- 
ing out all editions of the NEWS. 
They have continued to do so ever 
since except for a period in the 
early 40’s. 


Under (now Rev.) John Bray- 
ley, ’41, the NEWS appeared in a 
larger format on glossy paper. The 
number of issues was down to 11, 
each from 4 to 6 pages. 


Regular printing also meant 
photographs — and advertising. The 
increased financial burden was 
borne by advertising sales, a 
NEWS-sponsored winter carnival, 
and a general annual levy of 25 
cents per student. 


The 1940 Christmas issue was 
the first to use color. Father Bray- 
ley also introduced ‘‘Under The 
Tower’’ — a column which since 
that day has let editors sound off 
on any issue. 


In 1944 the NEWS, under John 


O’Brien (now SJ) established an- 
other first by greeting incoming 
students with a _ registration-day 
issue. This cdincided with the es- 
tablishment of ‘‘Frosh Week’’ at 
Loyola. 


Also at. this time Don Mc- 
Naughton, ’49, became the first 
business manager and established 
a policy of continuing advertising 
revenues to pay for greatly in- 
creased printing costs. 


The first eight-page edition 
hit the stands in 1945 and eight 
and 12 page issues have been the 
rule since. Volume 24 included 14 
regular and two special issues; for 
the next decade the NEWS appear- 
ed 10 times a year. 


A special highschool section 
was established in 1936. This was 
expanded into ‘‘The Highschooler’’ 
in 1947 which continued until the 
high school started its own news- 
paper in 1958.

The First Editors 


When the Loyola NEWS was 
first authorized for publication 40 
years ago the task of guiding the 


fortunes of the paper fell to Eusta- 


quio Escandon and Dent McCrea. 


Both were top students when 
they graduated in 1926, Escandon 
with a magna cum laude. 


Both were also champion de- 
baters and together with two other 
charter NEWS staffers, Archibald 
MacDonald and Pedro Suinaga, led 
Loyola to victory in the national 
inter-varsity debating league. Nei- 
ther the affirmative nor negative 
teams from Loyola lost a point that 
year. 


Dent McCrea entered the Uni- 
versity of Toronto for graduate stu- 
dies. Always frail, although a keen 
athlete, he died suddenly at Hart 
House in 1927. 


Estaquio Escandon returned 
to Mexico and took an active part 
in the government during the period 
of radical change when the country 
emerged as leader of Latin Ameri- 
ca. 


Later Escando was to set up 
much of Mexico’s controversial 
laws controlling foreign invest- 
ment. He has since returned pri- 
marily to private business and to- 
day heads the firm of National 
Drug of South America, located in 
Mexico City. @

Paying his second visit to 
the campus since the 1963 Home- 
coming, Governor General Georges 
P. Vanier opened Loyola’s new- 
est and most modern building to 


date, the 600-capacity library. 


Here he is shown unveiling 
the plaque which bears his name 
while College President Rev. 
P.G. Malone looks on. 


Uncluttered and functional, 
the library has space for 150,000 
volumes and features individual 
study-booths, seminar class areas, 
typing rooms, lounges and a Staff 
kitchen. 


In fact the biggest task fac- 
cing George Trowsdale, head 
librarian, and his 16-member 
staff 1s to find enough money 
for books to fill the shelves. 


The opening ceremonies are 
described on the over-leaft and 
are accompanied by additional 
pictures of the library. 





A self-styled ‘‘inveterate book- 
worm’’ and member of the Class of 
706 — Governor General Georges P.

the 150,000-volume library would 
house a ‘‘goodly number’’ of French- 
language books. 


Canadians, he commented, will 
be unable to live amicably unless 
the two cultures attempt mutual un- 
derstanding. Learning each other’s 
language is one way to foster such 
cooperation, he added. 


The Governor General also 
opened the Thomas D’Arcy McGee 
Room which houses books, writings 
and momentos of the martyred Cana- 
dian patriot. 


The library which at present 
houses 54,000 books, was built on 
a $400,000 grant from the Canada 
Council in addition to funds from 
other sources. 


Mr. Vanier said he was espe- 
cially proud to have his name as- 
sociated with a library. It was Mc- 
Gee, he continued, who said ‘‘the 
true glories of a country are its 
literature and liberty.”’ 

The Governor General said the 
new library is a vast improvement 
on the Drummond street facilities 
he used during his student years. 


‘In those days, if you wanted 
to be a really accomplished book- 
worm, you had to frequent second- 
hand bookshops and auction sales,’’ 
he said. 

‘‘| can remember arriving home 
with great bundles of books under 
both arms, to be greeted by my 
parents who were being driven to 
the poorhouse because of me.’’ 





He said the new library is an 
invaluable addition to Loyola and 
the country. At Confederation, he 
said, Canada had 12 universities 
but no library. ‘‘We have come a 
long way since then, but we still 
have far to go and I hope the ap- 
proaching Centenary will stimulate 
new efforts in the establishment 
and use of reading rooms.”’ 

Rev. Patrick G. Malone, Loyola 
president, welcomed His Excellency 
as a ‘‘truly distinguished alumnus’’, 
adding that the library was a tribute 
to his life and works. 


T.P. Slattery, QC, who spear- 
headed the McGee collection, ex- 
plained to the Governor General 
some of the books and articles con-

Final Phase of Development Program Begins 


With the completion this year of the Hingston Hall 
residence and the Vanier Library, the stage is now 
set for the next phase of the development program at 
Loyola. 


A faculty residence, engineering building, gym- 
nasium and student centre all must be constructed 
before the proposed $15,000,000 construction and re- 
novation program is completed. 


The plans also call for transfer of all athletic 
facilities to the ‘‘south campus’’ across Sherbrooke 
street. 


The nine-man athletic directorate has been dis- 
cussing the move since last summer. This group — 
consisting of three students, two faculty members, an 
alumnus, the dean of men, the comptroller and the 
athletic director — outlines the general athletic policy 
for the college. 


FUTURE NEEDS 


As early as May 1963 this body discussed the 
facilities that would be required for future athletic 
needs and what specific role such organizations as 
the Alumni Association could play in the program. 


One suggestion offered was a membership system 
where alumni would pay fees to use facilities. 


The initial step has already been taken. The 14- 
acre surface south of Sherbrooke street has been le- 
velled and portions added. It will be used solely for 
varsity league games. 


Plans also call for construction of an athletic 
complex in the southwest comer of the site. One pro- 
posal submitted — but currently being re-studied — in- 
cluded a combination hockey and basketball stadium. 


Allowances were also made for dressing rooms, of- 
fices, training rooms and badminton courts. 


The plans were submitted by an Ontario firm, and 
it was leamed that although they were in line with 
requirements, the contract will be awarded to a Que- 
bec firm. 


The initial sketches and detailed breakdown of 
Space was designed to allow future addition of a 
Swimming pool, more spectator seats and a press box. 
The outer extremity of the rink also provided built-in 
bleachers for the football field running adjacent to the 
building. The roof could be utilized for tennis courts. 


Cost of the one-and-a-half storey structure was 
pegged at $1,500,000. 


QUESTION MARK 


With such an extensive proposal — and it is re- 
ported the new plans will be similar — the only ques- 
tion mark seems to be the starting date of construc- 
tion. 


The new complex would be a far cry from yester- 
year when athletic activity at Loyola took place in 
three separate areas. 


Once finances and timing are completely mapped 
out and a start is made, the old stadium could be torn 
down making way for construction of the student cen- 
tre on that site. 


When the athletic complex is completed, all sports 
activity will be centralized, costly rental fees elimi- 
nated and Loyola could finally offer a well-rounded 
program with the facilities on campus to accomodate 


it. @ 


Paul LeBlanc, a 1964 graduate, was president of the athletic association in his final 
year and a member of the athletic directorate.
